The bomb, which was con- 
cealed in a padded bag, was 
examined by the Scotland Yard 
bomb disposal unir. 

The initial reaction of officers 
was that it was probably meant 
to maim rather than kill. . 

Mrs. Kright said it was “a 
very bomb ” that had been 
designed to biow up in ber facê. 
She added that it was made of 
glass and “was .made to 
disfigure me. but could easily 
have killed me”. She had not 
seen the bomb but was “ terribly 
indebted to whoever found it”.

„ It was while he was at Lanc« 
ing College that his “agent 
runner”, the late Maxwell 
Knight, wel known for his BBC 
talks on natural history, in 
structed him to join the 
Brighton branch of the Core 
muaist Party. 

He continued as a member of 
the party while at Christchurch, 
Oxford, and was still a member 
when he joined the Daily Ex- 
press in 1928. 


However, MI6’s hopes of em. 


ploying him as a longterm 
agent inside the Communist 
Party was soon to collapse. 

In 1941, reports from an MIS 
ageot with the code name M8, 
crossed the desk of Anthony 
Blunt. 

„ Blunt was asked by the Rus- 
sians to try to establish the 
ideatity of MS bur failed to do 
so. Subsequently he was told 
by his Russian controller thar 
Soviet intelligence had dise 
corered M8 was Driberg. 

With unusual clumsiness, the 
Russians alerted Harry Pollitt, 
the General Secretary of the 
Communist Party about the Ey 
in his camp. Because of t 
tip he summarily expelled 
Driberg from the Party. 

„ Nevertheless, though the Rus- 

sians knew about Driberg, MIS 
continued to use him and his 
value soared when he entered 
Parliament and was able to re- 
port on the activities of MPs 
on both sides of the House. 

After the war, the KGB, 
knowing of his MIS connexion, 
tried to use Driberg to feed 
false information to mislead 
e nrc igen er To tle 
en ersuaded Harry Pol- 
lirt to duce him back into the 
Party as a clandestine member, 
something which Polkitt assured 
Driberg was already the posi- 
tion of several other Ms. 
Driberg reported the whole 
episode to MIS and was told to 
keep the channels to Pollitt 
open. . 

After Driberg visited Moscow 
in 1966 to' see Guy Burgess 
about the posstbility of writing 
a book about him, he reported 
back to MIS that the Russians 
had asked him to provide infor- 
mation to them about the inter» 
nal proceedings of the Labour 
Party. 

He was well placed to do so 


after having been elected to 


the National Executive in 1949 
where he remained until hig 
retirement from Parliament in 
1974, 

As Labour was not in office, 
MIS had no commirment to if, 
so it was agreed tbat Driberg 
could report what he liked 
about his own Party to anyone 
since no official secrets were 
iavolved. In return le pro- 
mised to uşe His connexion 
with the KGB in MS's interest 
whenever possible. 

The ‘Russians gare Driberg 
two identical briefcases. When 
he handed one containing his 
reports to the Russiang in Lon- 
don they handed him the other, 
containing his payment in 
banknotes.

Uader agreement with the 
security authorities, Driberg 
was supposed to gire all the 
monêy. as well as copies of his 
reports, to MIŞ.

In Qttawa, it was disclosed 
on Tuesday that Sir Roger was 
given security “confidences” 
wiûile on a visit to Canada as 
an MIS intelligence officer. 

Mr Rabert Kaplan, who as 
Snlicitor-General is the Cabiner 
Minister primarily responsible 
for Canada's internal security, 
said in Montreal that he would 
be briefed by his departmental 
officials on just what intellig- 
ence was given to Sir Roger. 

“What is. known is that he 
was treated to confidences of 
1he security of Canada”, Mr 
Kaplan said. Be would not say 
whether Canadian . auriorities 
now suspect that that intellig- 
cence was passed to foreign 
azents. 

In the Commons on Tuesday, 
Nir Pierre ‘Trudeau, the Prime 
Alinister, said his recollection 
was that Mr Igor Gouzenko, 
rho dafected from the Soviet 
Embassy in Orrawa 35 years 
ago, told a Royal Commission 
about a mole inside M15.

M Bance, who cannot refuse 
rhe suggesuon, is leaving with a 
bad grace, claiming that he i< 
being made rhe scapegoat for 
tailures higher up in the prison 
administration. ٤ . 
e escape attempt was made 
.on Pebeualy, 24 by ME Philippe 
Maurice, who is due to be ex- 
ecuted for tle murder of a 
policeman if he is .nor granted 
a presidential pardon. Making 
use of a gun which, it is 
alleged, was taken into the 
rison by one of his defence 
lawyers, he shor one warder 
before being cornered and dis- 
armed. A subsequent inquiry 
disclose several shortcomings 
The defence lawyer, Maitre 
Brigitte Hemmerlin, who is 
being held in custody, has told 
the police that she . merely 
agreed to [oke in a wrapped 
Package to Lbe prisoner as a 
gifr. Ironically, the only part 
of the huge prison not equipped 
2 a e at the 
oor is the ecurity wing. 
so when tbe lkhwyer 2 the 
gun was not detected. . 
The next mistake occurred 
while the prisoner was ralking 
to his lawyer in an Hıtecview 
room. Alrhough the law says 
that these copversations must 
be private, a warder is allowed 
to watch what goes or between 
the twa through a glass screen. 
Nevertheless, rhe . package was 
over unnoticed, 
Only a perfunctory body 
check was made of the pcisoner 
before he was sent back to his 
cell, so the revolver hidden in 
bis pullover went undiscovered. 
Finally, the time taken tu 
cornér and disarm the prisorıer 
has been found by the inquiry 
to have beeri too‘long, due to 
Lhe fact that a proper warning 
was not given quickly enough. 
As a result of these “ techni- 
cal failings”, three .warders in 
the high-security wing are being 
mored and ate losing their 
seniority and M Bance, after 20 
years as a senior prison officer, 
is being pressured to take eariy 
retirement, ۳ 
Commenting on the decision. 
M Christian Dablanc, director of 
the prison service, said : “ The 
functions of authority aré rot in 
keeping with irresponsibility.

Ir also suggests the creation

| The decisions of EEC min- 
isters of agriculture wnn meet 
hê Friday for the annual farm 
price review, may have imporl- 
ant political repercussions for 
Greece. 
The tow price increases for 
| agricultural prodüucts, proposed 


by the Eurûpean Conımission, 
are already causing acute em- 
barrassment to the Greek Gov- 
ernment which faces a general 
election due in the autumn. 

Tle right of centre ‘Govern- 
ment of Mir George Rallis was, 
couhting on immediate and sub- 
stantial benefits to the farm- 
ers from Greece's entry into the 
community, in order ro offset 
the effects on the electorate of 
high inflation and the ordinary 
wear and tear ùf office, 

The Commission's recommend- 
ation for furm prices to he 
raised on average by 7.8 per 
cent cao hardly compensare for 
inflation which soared to 25 
per cent in Greacce last year, 
twice the çommunity average. 

Mr George Rallis, took ad- 
vantage of this week's summit 
at Maastricht to press for 
bigher increases (between 13 
and 18 per cent on average), 
and to oppose the extension 
of the coresponsibdiry levy to 
ures of Mediteranean com- 
modities. 

The Prime Minister's argu- 
ment ' that the Community's 
policy would result in a fall of 
the real income ' of Greek 
farmers, was promptly invoked 
in a counter-attack by Mr 
Andreas Papandreou, the leader 
qf the Opposition, whose Pan- 
bhellenic Socialist Movement 
(Paspk) favours withdrawal 
from the EEC.

Concern in 
Delhi over 
USarms for 
Pakistan

Delhi, March 25 

india bas expressed to the 
United States ifs “grave ton’ 
cerr™ aver the supply of & 
“large quantity of arms" to 
Piukistan and aver the militari- 
zation of the Gulf region. 

The Indian Forcign Alinistry 
also summoned early this week 
the British High Commissioner 
aad the West German Ambas- 
sador in Delhi to express ils 
unhappiness over the West's 
arms supplies to Pakistan, 

Mr Narasimha Raa, rhe 
Fureign Minister, told Parlia- 
ment today thar he had per- 
sonally conveyed his concern to 
the linited States Embassy in 
Delhi. 

Mr Rao said ıhat Jodia 
always wanted Pakistan to be 
stable, which meant that ir 
should hure enough arms Io 
defend itself, but the quantity 
of arms being acquired by 
Pakistan seemed to he dispro- 


portionate to its actual 
requirements. 
He, however, rejected an 


MP's demand for a regional 
summit to discuss mutual mat- 


ters, saying that this was 
likely to Prove counter. 
productive. But he told the 


Hause that India had agreed to 
take part in a preliminary 
meeting of foreign ministers of 
the region ta be held soon. 

Denying that India was shy- 
îng away from making a 
strong protest to the United 
States against the arminz of 
Pakisran, Mr Rao said : “ Our 
concern should be judged from 
he fact that arms supplies in 
the past had usually resulted 
in a setback to normalization 
within the subcontinent. All 
these years. we have been 
assuring Pakîstan that India 
poses no threat to its security. 
We have also advised jt against 
an arms build-up since thar 
creates unnecessary tension . 

Mr Rao again said that Paki- 
stan had rejected India's offer f. 
of a uon-aggression pact, saying 
that normalization could 
artained through the Signla 
agreement signed between India 
and Pakistan after the Bangla- 
desh war in 1972. 

India could nor be equated 
with Pakistan in the matter of 
acquisition of arms, he went on. 
The fact was that with the 
stated purpose of deterring 
* Soviet adventurism * and pro- 
tecting vital Western interests 
in the Gulf region, the United 
States was likely to supply to 
Pakistan a variety of advan 
weapons including aircraft, 
taoks, antitank missiles and air 
defence systems. 

United Srates spokesmen had 
referred to the possibility of 
supplying arms to shan 
he though Pakistan had said 
it would not alow irs territory 
to be used for this purpose. 
* While noting this statement ”, 
Mr Rao said, “ we would like to 
make it clear that an active par- 
ticipation ir building up a 
‘security cousensus’ in terms 
of great-power rivalries would 
be inconsistent with the profes- 
sions that Pakistan had made 
whe joining the nonaligned 
movement in Havana.” . 
Nuclear explosion : Mrs Indira 
Gandhi, the Indian Prime Mini- 
ster, said today that if the need 
was felt for setting off another 
nuclear explosion for peaceful 
purposes “we shall go ahead 
with it ”.

The jury heard eevidence for 
six weeks and considered its 
verdict for rwo days before 
awarding judgment to Mr Knur 
L. Bjorn-Lersen, aged 58. 

It found that the clothing 
company, Munsingwear, of Min- 
neapolis, had infringed on the 
inventor's patent when it began 
marketing the Hollywood Vase | 
sarette, described as a garter- 
Jess girdle that is still oa the 
marker. . 

The case has been pending 
in various courts since 1972, It 
was not known if Munsingwear 
would appeal.—UPI,

The first 20 minutes arouse 
your maximur detestation for 
the rapist, which the remainder 
of the piece them tests to the 
Jimi.

there is no xark on her body, 
a cot may acquit ber 
attacker ; even if he js jailed, 
she will always go in dread of 
his revengeful return. 

The logic is unanswerable, 
but we are still only halfway 
through the play, and instead 
of Jetting his heroine get on 
with ¢he job Mr Mastrosimone 
allows the party to sit around 
debating what to do next.

Shortage of orchestral strings . 


A tip for aspiring musicians : 
if you want a secure profes: 
sional career, take up the vio’ 
lin. There is a national short- 
age of good orchestral vio- 
linists, as Basil Tschaikor, 
director of the National Centre 
for Orchestral Studies, who is 
having great difficulty ın 
attracting sufficient violinists 
for next year’s course ar the 
centre. ley have received 
about two dozen applications 
for the three places on the 
flute ; for the violin, they have 
aaually received fewer appli 
cations than there are places 
(26) available, 

Tschaikoyv says the flute is 
easily ahe most popular instru 
ment~—a situation E wors- 
ened by ahe impact James 
Galway ; there i5 also no short- 
age af cellists, clarinettists or 
trumpet players. The violin is 
a different matter : in both its 
first twa years, the centre had 
been unable to fill aJl the vio- 
lin places. He says the profes- 
sional orchestras have long had 
difficulties in finding enough 
first-rate players ; when he was 
chairman of the Philharmonic 
Qrcheştra rhey might atrdition 
60 violinists in a year, and 
would be lucky to gain two ûr 
three, good recruits. 

He believes the trouble 
stems partly from the diffi

In the masic 
of Buddy Rich and his 15-piece 
orchestra, for example, there is 
no room whatsoever for the 
spontaneous gesture or the 
happy accident; the main 
attraction seems to be the sound 
and vision of the leader, a small 
but ferocious figure, almost 
literally whipping his cowed 
musicians through a series of 
` exhausting calisthenics. 

It might be argued that such 
exercises have more ta do with 
the parade ground than with 
jazz. During Tuesday mght’s 
first set, Rich paid honest tri- 
bute to Count Basie aod, by irm- 
plication, Lester Young in an 
account of “One O'Clock 
Jump”; what place, bowever, 
could be found in Rich’s 
ensemble for a wayward genius 
of Young’s dimension? 

Technically speaking, Rich is 
certainly one of the world’s 
greatest drummers.

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Biggs abduction 
implications

Sir, Yaur report (larch 25) of the 
abduction of Mr Ronald Biggs in 
Rio de Janeiro and bis subsequent 
transportation to Barbados raises 
several graye issues. At the very 
least the British authorities should 
investigate the circumstances Sur- 
rounding the incident before any 
r'ecisîon on extradition proceedings 
is taken. 

However, if your report is 
gaecurate, it iç abundanrly clear that 
it would be vçhoally inappropriate 
for the British authorities to 
attempt to extradite Mr Biggs from 
Barbados even if they were other- 
wise entitled to do so. An examina- 
tion of rhe reported conduct of Mr 
Bigas's abductors is likely to reveal 
suveral serious criminal offences 
Cnder Erazilian law and/or English 
aw. 

For the authorities to seek to 
condone and indeed ro take adran- 
tage of such conduct would serve 
only to enrcouraze the kind of 
international lawlessness which the 
majority of the world community 
is seeking to eradicate.

Since Belize is now the only 
remaining jungle training base open 
10 the British Army, and since the 
direct cast of stationing our forces 
there is only arproximately £S5m— 
the balance of the overall cost of 
£26m per annum being wages, 
equipment, etc, which would hare 
to beê nmıet any'v:ay—does it not maka 
sense to capitalize on the beneficent 
attitude of Belize’s people, bY 
regular supply of troops, weapons 
and logistics on favourable terms.to 
the Belize Defence Force. thereby 
reassuring the Belizeans and ensur- 
ing a cnntnuiog facility for .train- 
ing our othervrise deficient troops ?

The 1.600 troops, belicopters, 
Harriers and Royal Navy frigate 
have demonstrated the nature and 
effect of deterrence just as ûuietly 
and jusr as effèêctively as oùr Polaris 
armed nuclear stbmarines. 

Success in such terms doeş not 
lend itself te popular acclainı: there 
is simply not the dramatic effect 
of an enemy vanquished on tha 
bartlefield or a city or country 
liberated and no doubt the troops 
themselves, while not minding the 
sun,  miehr itch. for just a little 
“action, Bur today, surely, the 
mark of success is not. sw much a 
bartle honour as a tour of duty 
completed witbour a shot fired in 
anzer. 

Perhaps the Ministry of Defence 
will mencion this aspect of modern 
defence in their forthcoming “ cam- 
paign ". I do hope they do not 
concentrate entirely upon nuclear 
weapons. If, after all, the intention 
is to provide some basic education 
about defence to the public then 
It seems to mie Just as inportanr ta 
explain rhe rale of the sunbathins 
soldier in Belize a5 it is to explain 
the role of the card-playing sailor 
^ somev'here under the sea ”,

From Professor 4, Frohlich, FRS 
Sir, There is one aspect of the crisis 
iu university finance which has not 
received the attention ir deserves.

A brilliant young 
devoted tn fundamentul research 
and kzen to teach and to stimulate 
others, has orly one place where 
le can make his career—in rhe 
university sector. There is a danger 
thar, rhisiroad will be closed to him 
in future. 

Sraffing policy in universities bas 
suffered from a succession of fll 
considered xand excessive govern- 
mental reactions, first pushing one 
way and then iû exactly. the 
opposite one. In thê sixties we had 
very rapid expansion. In the 
seventies rhis : was followed .by 
sroradiec, bur often severe cutbacks, 
resulting in the freezing of vaçant 
posts. 

All this has already produced anı 
abrarmai aze distribution and has, 
i recent years, restricted the inflow 
nf higkly gifted young researchers 
into the academic profession. If the 
present crisis leads on top of this 
ty redundancies among this age 
group’ we shall end up with a 
mizsing generation of scientists. 
Suhjecty, such aş mathematics and 


scarcely conceivable. Astonishingly 
enough, the local council has shown 
iiself to be apparently very little 
cancerned about the preservation of 
the Minster's amenities.

Doubt about Army 
scheme for jobless 


From The Director of the Nationul 
Council for Voluntary Organisations 


Sir, We fully share your concerres 
about the social and economic cosrs 
of youth unemployment {Leadins 
article, March 24). Howezer the 
proposal to enable jobless young 
people to serve with the Arm, 
which ¥oa strongly support, needs 
very careful consideration. On the 
basis of the information available, 
many voluntary arganizacions work- 
img with the young unemployed 
believe that there are important 
reasoaos why sııch a proposal should 
notr be introduced. 

First, it would appear that the 
Ministery of Defence is offering 
general military training for the 
majority of the thousand or so 
young unemployed penple it would 
recruit rather than the chance to 
lear a trade. Not only would it be 
wrang to suggest to jobless teen- 
agers that in joining the scheme 
they would be given opporruniüias 
to learn trades when most will 
undertake forms of military trzin- 
ing, but a lack of relevant work 
expericacc flies in the face of the 
very considerable efforts that all 
those rasnonsible for the special 
programmes for the vxoung unem- 
ploxed are making to improve the 
quality of those schemes, 

Secondly, it is suggested that the 
Minisrrv of Defence’s scheme <hould 
bv wholly fucded by the Manpcwer 
Services Commission (MISC). The 
estimated per capita cnt nf rhe 
scheme ayperrs to be mort [h2n 
twice that of the averare MSC 
youth opportunities programme 
placement. Witlı an ever-increasians 
number of unemployed youns 
people, is it right that the ASC 
should be expected to par douile 
for this yerv small minority of its 
clientele ? Furthermors, this small 
minority would tend to exclude 
some of the most disadvantaged 
younz unemployed. ziven that all 
recruits to tha ministrys scheme 
wnuld have to mee! the Armz*s own 
se!scrtion criteria. 

Thirdly, it is increasingly impar- 
tant that those taking part ia the 
youth _opportunitiés proegramIr2 
should be readily able to seek wark 
and take up permanent jobs durin 
their placements, The ne2cessaril¥ 
regimented life af the Army does 
not  readilv lend itself to such 
flexible arrangemerts. 

The Ministry of Defence and the 
Armed Services alreadv affer valu- 
able and approuriare placemsnrs fnr 
some 4% young people. mzinly in 
civilian establishments. Is it neces- 
sary to offer a nPw arti2n. when 
the present avenues for peonle to 
join the Army are adequa# ? 

The hone of the MSCs routh 
opoortunities programme i< that it 
can lead the way t9 a comorshen« 
sire education and training pro 
gramme for all those young renple 
who need it.

Release of trustee in bankruptcy is annulled ) 


State's decision to release Mr 
Auger from his office as trustee 
of the property of the bankrupts 
he revoked. Mr Singer, whose 
address at ail material times had 
been at Vieux Cagncs, in France, 
had an intimate relationship with 
the firm in the sense that all his 
finances were in some way 
looked after or bound up with it.
